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FAMINE PREVENTABLE 


It is up to the Public to Lay in Supply Early---Sir 
Wm. Mulock Advises Consumers in the 
West to do This----Statement of Man- 

' ager of Coal Company. 


Winnipeg, May 21—W. H. Aldridge 
managing director of the Pacific Conl 
Co., in an interview yesterday, said: 
“The difficulties in the western coal 
fields have been settled for two yenrs 
and it is only a question of getting 
sufficient men to enable the coal com- 
panies to supply the public, the in- 
dustries and the railways. Some of 
the coal companies are short of men 
at the present time, but it is hoped 
that this shortage will be made up 
during the next month er two. 

“One important cause for the con] 
shortage last winter was due to the 
geo waiting until fall before laying 
n their winter supply. During last 
summer a number of the mines did 
not have sufficient orders to operate 
over three or four days a week, and 
in the fall the coal companies had 
more orders than could possibly be 
filled. The severe weather later in the 
season made it impossible for the rail- 


af. ways to handle @ll the traffic and sup- 


difficult for the coal mines to op- 
erate to their fullest capacity under 
the severd weather conditions. 

“If the public will, so far as pos- 
sible, take their coal supply during 
the summer months, when weather 
conditions are favorable for both 
railways and mines, there need be no 
fear of any coal shortage during the 
coming winter.” 

Sir William Mulock’s Opinion 

Sir William Mulock in an interview 
today said: ‘‘The coal’ industry of 
Fernie has been subjected to certzin 
interruptions which have at times 
greatly inconvenienced the public, but 
much I think can be done by the ex- 
ercise of prudence on the part of coal 
consumers to minimize th ineonveni- 
ence arising from interruption to the 
regular supply of coal. 

Car Supply Affects Situation. 

For various reasons it is the cus- 
tom of the mines in the Fernie district 
to mine coal only in sufficient quan- 
tities to fill the cars awaiting loading. 
If the car supply ceases or is reduced 
mining stops or is also reduced. Tf 
at other times there is a surplus of 
ears the mines cannot instantaneously 
increase their staff of miners, Con- 
sequently they cannot take full ad- 
vantage of the transportation await- 
ing them at the moment. 


No Storage Facilities. 

**At some of the mines, owing, I am 
told, to the conformation of the 
ground, it is difficult to provide stor- 
age facilities for coal mined and 
awaiting shipment. Thus, therefore, 
a hand-to-mouth policy has been pur- 
sued, no coal being supplied in ad- 
vance of immediate demands, Con- 
sequently, any interruption in the 
supply has been immediately felt by 
the public. 

“This method of doing business is 
hazardous to the public interest, as 


ply sufficient cars, nnd it was equ- 
ally 


well as injurious to mine owners and 
miners, hen the cars at the mines 
awaiting coal are insufficient to take 
awny the ordinary output of the mines 
there is a corresponding reduction in 
the quantity mined, and, when there 
are no cars, mining operations come 
to a standstill. Because of this meth- 
od of conducting the business the 
miners on an average lose several days 
pay per month, a very serious loss 
to any workingman. The mine own- 
ers are also seriously prejudiced. 
“Much could be done by the gen- 
eral public not only to save themselves 
from the inconvenience arising from 
a shortage in the coal supply at any 
Particular moment and also to save 
the mine owners and miners from 
loss, by laying up a reasonable sup- 
ply of coal in advance of actual re- 
quirements. It is very improbable 
that the mines will be able at all times 
to send out daily a sufficient quant- 
ity of coal to meet the daily wan‘s 
of the public, to say nothing of the 
interruptions which are liable to oc- 
cur owing to the breaking down of 
machinery, explosions and other un- 
controllable causes. I,_ therefore, 
think it would be well for the coal 
dealers at all times to have a reas- 
enable quantity on hand, and for 
householders in cases where it pos- 
sibly can be done, to lay up early

PRICE OF BREAD IN THE 


CITY WILL BE INCREASED 


Bakers Declare Rise in Flour Must Result in-Corresponding Ad- 
vance in Price of Bréad. “Wages And Raw Materials Are 


Higher Than They Were. 
is Not Known, 


The consumers of bread in Edmon- 
ton will be comforted by an increase 
in the price of bread, There are no 
two opinions among the bakers of the 
city as to the necessity of raising the 
ay in keeping with the increases 
nn the price of flour which have been 
made since the sensational rise in the 
wheat market. 

The Edmonton millers have raised 
the price of flour twice, 10 cents per 
bag each time, and the Winnipeg 
millers have made a third increase 
of 10 cents, and it is not unlikely that 
the Edmonton mills will follow suit, 
The present price of flour is $2.20 pet 
bag, wholesale, for the highest grade 
of flour. 

The reason the bakers of the city 
have not yet increased the price cf 
bread is due to the fact that they cll 
have on board a stock of flour pur- 
chased at the lower prices. en 
this is exhausted the price of brend 
must be substantially increased, thay 
say. Under the existing price one 
dollar will purchase 18 one and a half 
pound loaves, 

“You may take it,” they say, “that 
the price of bread is not going to sta 
where it is now.” Just what the ad- 
vance is likely to amount to is diffi- 
cult to ascertain, and apparently they 
are waiting for a lead. That it will 
be long postponed is the wish, but a 
vain one,, of the big bread-eating pub- 
lic, 


Ev ing Higher. 

One of the tae interviewed gave 
expression to the following views: “I 
think we should raise our prices all 
round, use we can't kecp on giv- 
ing the public the benefit as we have 
been doing. I don't see why we should 
not get more, We are selling things 
at the same prices now that we did 
years ago, and we have to pay nearly

Contemplated Increase in Price 


when all these things are taken into 
consideration it is plain the baker is 
not getting enough for his work. 

think we ought to get another 20 per 
cent. for all our goods, and then we 
would not be asking too much. Jn 
wages again we have to pay more, 
and it is almost impossible now to 
make this sort of business pay. 

“A baker is now paid $20 per week.” 

Speaking with more direct reference 
to pastry making, he further pointed 
out the exceptionally high price he 
was paying for butter and for eggs, 
while there was apparently a sonsorig 
in his raw materials generally. Lar 
was considerably dearer, while a little 
time ago he sent here and there for 
sultanas before obtaining any quantity, 
and then he could not get as much us 
he wanted. “So that is the situation 
we are in,” he concluded; “that is 
what we are up against, and I think 
the baker is getting a poorer protit 
out of his business than any other 
merchant,” 

Baker's Unfortunate Position. 

Another baker also voiced the un- 
fortunate position of his trade, and 
an explanation for not raising the 
price fore this. “‘We are dealing 
with the ladies, and you know what 
that is,” he said with a plaintive in- 
flection in his voice, They expect that 
we should give them the st now at 
the same price we used to do. Our 
weakness is that we can’t raise our 
price like other merchants; we can’t 
raise it a couple of cents without 

le getting excited about it. But 
hat couple of cents by the end +f 
the week has attained quite a respect- 
able figure.”

Fifteen persons early to-day sur- 
rounded the house of Sam Padgett, a 
negro whom they suspected of har- 
boring the negro, who had assaulted 
Mrs. Moore. Permission to search 
he house was given, but when with- 
in thirty feet of the house, those in- 
side the building fired on the posse, 
instantly killing Hare and seriously 
wounding Pierson, Daniel and Ken- 
nedy. The posse returned the fire, 
and then retired for teinforcements. 
Five hundred armed men started in 
pursuit of the negroes, who had es- 
caped. One of them was captured 
and identified es the man who shot 
Hare. He was started for Reidsville 
jail together with Padgett and son. 
On the way the officers were overtak- 
en by about seventy-five men, who 
took the prisoners from them. The 
woman was riddled with bullets, her 
son being shot to pieces where he 
stood. The negro who assaulted Mrs. 
Moore has not been captured. 

Another Report. 

Reidsville, Ga., May 21.—News of 
the attempted assault aroused the 
citizens, who immediately went to the 
home of the negro’s father. He as- 
sured the crowd that his son was not 
within the house, and invited the 
posse to search for themselves. As 
they approached the house Flem Pad- 
gett fired on the crowd, killing a 
white man named Hare, and wound- 
ing four others. The crowd fired a 
volley into the house, killing the old 
negro Patgett and two of his daugh- 
ters, wounding two of his sons, one 
of whom was Flem Padgett, the man 
wanted. 

After the cooler heads had left the 
seene of the killing the hot-headed 
element employed a young man to 
take Padgett’s wife and one of the 
Padgett boys, who was shot through 
the lungs, to Reidsville jail, but later 
the party followed, and took the pris- 


}oners from the young man in charge 


and riddled them with buckshot. It 
is stated that a crowd of about three 
hundred started for Reidsville to force 
the jail and lynch the other Padgett 
boy, who had been taken there by the 
deputy sheriff. 

It is not believed that this will be 
accomplished, as Reidsville has a 
substantial jail, and the citizens will 


not permit such an act. Those in- 
volved in the affairs are influential 
citizens, Further trouble is feated. 
Flem Padgett, who attempted the aa- 
sault, and for whom the posse went 
in pursuit, escaped. He was slightly 
wounded. One of his brothera was 
brought her and placed in jail.

600 Cars From Regina. 


Regina, May 21.—The Canadian 
Northern have cleaned up the yards 
here and in the last twenty days have 
hauled out over 600 cars. This activ- 
ity has also been applied to the main 
line with even more satisfactory re- 
sults. They have twenty first-class 
eighty ton engines on that line, and 
haul enormous loads. The roadbed is 
in good shape and notwithstanding 
that the shipping is very brisk they 
are gaining on the work, which got 
so much ahead of them during the 
winter, Much of the freight was ship- 
ped early in the winter, some even 
in December, and there is more or 
less confusion resulting from the long 
delay. Things, however, are coming 
around all right and before the wheat 
is ready to move the freight traffic 
will be under control. Freight erews 
realize that the company is up against 
a big business rush that will take un- 
usual efforts to handle, and they are 
doing everything possible to help 
things out. A crew of four with a 
heavy local freight were thirty hours 
on’ duty from Humboldt to Battleford 
and they were tired out after the trip. 
They would not uttempt to undergo 
such hardship except for the fact that 
the work has got so far behind and 
they are willing to make sacrifice for 
the interests of the company and its 
patrons. The Canadian Northern is 
to the north part of the province what 
the C. P. R. is to the south, and there 
is no doubt from appearances at pres- 
ent that proper organization even af- 
ter the knocks of the past winter, 
they will yet make good.

That the farmers of Alberta will 
reap unexpected profits from the 
phenomenal rise in wheat during the 
past two weeks is the general opinion 
of those conversant with the situation 
in this province. 

Yesterday at Chicago all deliveries 
of wheat, with the exception of the 
July option, touched new high record 
marks. At the close July wheat was 
up 8-4 to 3 7-8. 

Whether the present high point will 
be maintained and prices stil soar 
higher, or whether the market will be 
flooded is # question of doubt, as it 
rests in a good measure with the 
farmers themselves, 

At present, according to the state- 
ment of a prominent miller to The 
Bulletin today, there are about 2,009,- 
000 bushels of wheat in the province, 
ubout one-half of which is in the 
elevators and one-half still held by 
the farmers throughout the country. 

The statement has been made that 
the late season has held back seed- 
ing to such an extent, not only in 
Canada alone, that a steady rise in 
price has resulted. 
the outlook for a poor crop in Russia 
has also tended towards higher prices.

TO MAKE FLOWERS BLOOM. | 


wrote 


It is worth while knowing how to 
et the most bloom from one's plants, | 
raving taken the trouble to bring 
them out of the seed to the plant. 

Frequently after the first bloom 
the plant is disappointing, but this 
is usually because the plant in_ ita 
hidden way is putting forth its best 
effort to form seeds for its own repro- 
duction. 

When these seeds are assured, the 
plant devotes its strength and energy 
to the greatest development of them 
possible, and from that time on the 
Slopes become fewer and smaller, for 
when the seed is ripened the plant’s 
work is done. 

But this seed development can be 
checked by letting no plant “go to 
seed,” and the way to prevent that 
is to pick the blossoms while thoy 
are full, 

Make it a rule to pick pansies and 
sweet peas, for example, every morn- 
ing. Put them in water and thus 
have beautiful flowers around you 
constantly, while the plants outside 
put torth renewed efforts to insure 
the seed crop by raising new flowers. 

Poppies and nasturtiums, geraniums 
and verbenas will all pay big divi- 
dendg of flowers if thus kept from 
forming ; 

Teach the children how to pick. 
The right way to pick flowers is to 
pinch them off or cut with round- 
ended scissors. Children learn 
quickly and leve.to gather the lovely 
blooms that attract them as they do 
humming birds and butterfjies. 

Shrubs also respond to wisé‘cutting. 
Here the sharp knife or shears should

It will assuredly not be satis- 
factory to the great majority of citi- 
fens of Toronto and York, which, for 
the time being, are affected by it. 

“It s doubtful if Judge Morson re- 
Glizes how sweeping his judgment is, 
He says that a restaurant keeper may 

ll food either for consumption on 

e premises or to be carried away. 
We presume he means food that is 
ready for consumption. If he is using 
food in the broader sense still, then 
the judgment is so much the more 
sweeping. Taking the narrower mean- 
ing of the word, the effect of the de- 
cision is that any restaurant keeper 
can sell ice cream, soda, soft 
drinks, candy and all confection- 
ery, all varieties of fruit, all sorts of 
bread, cakes, and all pastry, biscuits, 
the ready-to-eat cereal foods, cheese, 
butter, eggs, canned meats, canned 
vegetables, canned fruita, canned fish, 
cooked spices and dried meats, dried 
fruits, dried fish, raisins, maple sugar, 
maple syrup, and a host of other 
things, either for consumption on the 
premises or to be carried away. If 
they can be carried away, then they 
can be carried to the homes of the 
city. It means, therefore, in short, 
that a large part of the business of 
the grocer, the confectioner, the fruit- 
erer and the provision dealer can be 
freely and legally carried on on Sun- 
day, providing it is done in a restaur- 
ant. 

“We may expect a rush to the city 
hall for restaurant licenses by Jews, 
Greeks, Italians, Chinese and Cana- 
dians unscrupulous enough to desire 
to use Sunday to make money. I 
such a decision were left unchalleng- 
ed, and the law similarly interpreted 
throughout the country, 
sult in thousands of employees 
restaurants being deprived of those 
now on duty, and on duty in most 
cases, we regret to say, seven days in 
the week, and that to serve no neces- 
sary or important end other than 
money-making.

Terminus of Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic Railway Will Not be 
Put on Market. 


Vancuover, May 20.-—There appears 
to be little likelihood of the townsite 
of Prince Rupert being placed on 
the market this summer. Expressions 
of opinion to this effect were secured 
to-day from a number of people ar- 
riving from the North this morning 
on the steamer Princess May. 

The work of clearing up sections of 
the townsite is still proceeding, but 
no large force of men is at work, and 
apparently proceedings at the north- 
ern port are in a state of suspension 
pending the settlement between the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and the provin- 
cial government as to the Indian re- 
serve lands which the railway com- 
pany desires. The building of the 
wharf on the townsite is still being 
carried on, but there is no great rush 
of activity to be seen anywhere in the 
ciecinity of Prince Rupert, such as 
there would be if a settlement had 
been arrived at in .egard to the In- 
dian lands. 

Telephone Construction. 

The telephone line now in course 
of construction between Prince Rupert 
and Aberdeen, on the Skeena river, 
will likely be in operation within the 
next ten days or two weeks, When 
this line is finished Prince Rupert will 
be in constant telegraphic communi- 
cation with the outside. The telephone 
line will make connections at Aber- 
deen with the Dominion government 
telegraph line between Asheroit and 
the Yukon, a branch of which runs to 
the Skeena river point, But five miles 
of the telephone line remains to be 
built, and the work is being rushed 
during fine weather,

The country spoke in an unmistak- 
able voice, and the Irish members 
of parliament cheerfully acquiesced 
to its will. 


3,000 Delegates Attended. 


Three thousand delegates came here 
to attend the convention, and soon 
after the doors of the mansion house 
were opened it was impossible to get 
into the building. The gathering lack- 
ed the spirit of the old home rule 

atherings, whe Davitt, Dillon, 
Fiealy and other flery orators had the 
centt of the stage. The speeches 
were temperate, and there was little de- 
nunciation of the government except 
for the outbreak of a priest, who at- 
tempted to make the bill a church 
issue and was rebuked. Everything 
went smoothly. The keynote of the 
orations and of several resolutions 
was that the bill was an insult, to 
Ireland. 

Clergy Represented. 

The floor of the rotunda was pack- 
ed with delegates represeuting every 
part of Ireland, including many of 
the Catholic clergy. Besides Mr. 
Redmond were the American dele- 
gates, Secretary John O. Callaghan, 
B. Fitzpetrick, and Executive Com- 
mitteeman Patrick J. Timmins, of the 
United Irish League, John Parnell, a 
brother of the late Charles Stewart 
Parnell; Richard Croker and several 
bishops. 

Redmond Presided. 

Mr. Redmond, who presided, was 
greeted with great cheering. His 
first words were: “The heart of Irish- 
man in the world goes out to John 
Dilion in the hour of this great af- 
fliction.” 

A resolution of sympathy with Mr. 
Dillon, in the loss of his wife was 
adopted, as was another for the widow 
of Michael Davitt, who died since the 
last convention, recalling Davitt’s 
imprisonment jor Treland’s sake, and 
the part he bore in raising the Irish 
peasant from a surf to a free man. 

Resolutions Cheered. 

Telegrams of greeting from many 

Irish societies in America and else- 
where were read, after which Mr. Red- 
mond reminded the delegates that 
Treland’s ht for self-government 
would be judged by their conduct at 
this convention. r. Redmond then 
read the resolution on tbe Irish bill 
which was clamorously cheered as 
follows : 
_ ‘We declare that the bill is utterly 
inadequate in its scope and unsatis- 
factory in its details and should be 
rejected by the Irish nation, and we 
regard the production of such a meas- 
ure by the British Government, 
pledged to Home Rule, as confirma- 
tion of the position we have always 
taken, that any attempt to settle the 
Trish problem by half measures 
would be entirely unsuccessful; and 
we call spe the Irish party to op- 
pose the bill in the House of Com- 
mons, and press upon the government 
with all their strength and power to 
introduce a measure for the establish- 
ment of a native parliament with a 
responsible executive, having power 
over all purely Irish affairs, and at 
this crisis in the fortunes of Ireland 
we invite all the nationalist forces of 
the country to unite in support of our 
representatives in Parliament and en- 
able them effectively to press for the 
speedy and genuine settlement of the 
Irish question.” 


Net Committed to Bill. 

Continuing, Mr. Redmond first de- 
nied the criticism that he and his col- 
leagues were committed to the bill. 
On the contrary, he declared the 
framers of the measure had refused 
his advice as to the only safe basis 
on which the pespeed council could 
be founded. The Irish members of 
Parliament were not committed to an 
part of the bill or to the government. 
They had voted for its introduction in 
rriayhog fulfill their promises and so

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THE TELEPHONE 
HAS MANY USES 


Rural ‘Phones Used to Convey 
News to Subscribers. Uti- 
lized in Other Ways. 


Nowhere has the telephone worked 
greater changes than in the western 
farming communities. According to 
Cassier’s Magazine, they get up tele- 
phane musicales out there, The ‘‘tal- 
ent” is scattered over the whole 
countryside and so is the audience. 
_A rural news service is also sup- 
plied ‘on certain of these farm linea. 
At a certain hour of the evening, say 
7 o'clock, a general call is wrung 
over the lines. When all the sub- 
scribers are gathered the central office 
begins by giving the exact time of 


day. 

The weather indications are given, 
together with the latest news of the 
day from home and abroad. Then 
follows the market quotations of farm 
produce, oats, whent, eggs, etc., all 
of which is working a revolution in 
rural life. 

Teaching by Telephone. 

An enterprising school teacher was 
quick to perceive the utility of the 
telephone in a case of contageous 
isease, Some of his pupils were 
quarantined in their home for two 
weeks on account of smallpox in the 
family. 

Two of the sons were desirous of 
graduating, and to miss school for 
this time would have made their 
standing doubtful. The teacher there- 
fore assigned the regular lessons to 
his pupils, which he heard them re 
cite over the telephone in the even- 


ing. 

The telephone has been used to 
enable an invalid mother to hear the 
marriage service at her daughter's 
wedding in a distant city. In other 
cases the ceremony has been per- 
formed over a telephone cireuit, the 
officiating clergyman being at a dis- 
tance from the bridal pair. 

In Philadelphia the telephone is 
brought into service to transmit the 
preaching and singing at the Baptist 
Tabernacle to the Samaritan hospital. 
For this purpose a string of six mega- 
phones are placed over the platform, 
and. to these megaphones the tele- 
phone transmitters are attached. 

Lost Canine Identified by Bark. 

Holding baby up to the telephone 
to let a distant parent hear its crow 
ing is now -hardly an uncommon use 
of the apparatus. More uncommon 
was the somewhat similar use in 
which the owner of a valuable fox- 
hound that had been lost was called 
to the telephone and asked to listen 
to the bark of a dog in a neighboring 
village. The hound gave a couple o1 
barks in the telephone, which enabled 
the owner to recognize the animal as 
his. 

On another occasion a dog fancier 
was asked to give his opinion as to 
the quality of a pup by listening to 
the bark of the animal in the tele- 
phone, the dog being several miles 
away, 

Another recent application of the 
telephone is its use in recording the 
hits at target practice. Formerly this 
work was done by means of flags, 
different colored flags indicating a 
centre, an oute™, a bull’seye, ete. The 
hits are now verbally transmitted by 
telephone, and a marked saving in 
time results, 


The telephone was recently em- 


ployed in managing the  sportive 
dragon in a performance of “Seig- 
fried,” at the Metropolitan opera 
house, New York. The dragon is 


maneuvred by two boys concealed 
within the beast. The boys have not 
as a rule been conspicuously success- 
ful, even when well rehearsed, 

On this occasion no rehearsal was 
possible; so a telephone circuit was 
installed, receivers strapped to the 
boys’ ears, and they were directed 
from the wings. 

Will Lecate Fish. 

A German patent has been granted 
for an application of the telephone 
prineiple to the location of a shoal «i 
fish. <A sensitive microphone trans- 
mitter, inclosed in water-tigt case, is 
lowered into the water. The trans- 
mitter is connected by insulated wires 
with a receiver and battery on the 
boat. 

So long as the microphone hangs 
free in the water no sounds are heard 


in the receiver, but when a school of | 


fish passes there is a constant tap- 
ping against the microphone case. 

The inventor of this device goes so 
far as to say that with it, approxi- 
mately, the number and kind of fish 
in its vicinity ean be recognized, 
Thus, when herring or smaller fish 
pass in large numbers they make a 
whistling noise, while the sound made 
by a codfish is more like howling. 
When very near the submerged instru- 
ment the flow of water through their 

ills makes a noise like the labored 

veathing of a quadruped, 
Submarine Gignaling. 

The telephone transmitter and re 
ceiver are also applied in submarine 
signaling to a distance. A bell at a 
lighthouse is submerged in the water 
to a depth of eight or ten feet. b 
means of a suitable appartus a’ bell 
is sounded at certain intervals. A 
telephone transmitter is placed in con- 


nection with a diaphragm on a _cup- | 


shaped vessel filled with a liquid and 
attached to the hull of a ship. A 
cireuit leads from the telephone trans. 
mitter to the receiver in the chait 
room of the ship. 

The sound vibrates in the water 
set up by the bell are taken up by 
the transmitter and are heard in the 
receiver. By having a transmitter at 
each side of the vessel. it is possible 
to detect the direction fro mwhich the 
sound has come, and in this way the 
captain of the vessel is apprised of 
his approach to a lightship or the 
shore.

transferred at once to the juvenile 
court, Trials are to be private and 
apart from those of adults, and if in 
the ordinary court room at least two 
hours must elapse after the close cf 
the adults’ trial before the beginning 
of a juvenile trial.

When there is no dentention home 
and exclusively for children, no child 
charged under this Act shall be in- 
carcerated unless in the opinion of 
the juvenile court judge, or his de- 
puty if absent, such a course is neces- 
sary to insure its attendapce....

Notorious New York Lawyer Rides in 
Auto to Penitentiary. 


New York, May 20.—In a handsome 
touring car, Abraham Hummel left 
his home in East Twenty-second street 
yesterday to go to Blackwell's Island 
to serve a year in the penitentiary for 
conspiracy in the celebrated Dodge- 
Morse divorce case. A few years ago 
Hummel enjoyed an extensive prac- 
tice as a lawyer, having as clients 
some of the best-known actors and ac- 
tresses in the country but his conduct 
in the now famous divorce case re- 
sulted in his disbarment and the hu- 
miliation he suffered today. — His 
method of going to the penitentiary 
was almost on a par with his famous 
dinner given a few years ago at which 
he farewelled and gave a dinner to 
about a dozen friends prior to his 
imprisonment. 

About 100 curious spectators and re- 
porters were gathered in front of his 
residence at 11 o’clock today when 
Mr. Hummel endeavored to depart for 
Blackwell’s Island without observa- 


tion. An auto had been waiting at 
the curb for several hours. One of 
Mr. Hummel’s friends left the house 
and entering the machine was whisk- 
ed away in it. The spectators fol- 
lowed it a short distance and it re- 
turned to the house and drew up to 
the curb again. Then Hummel hold- 
ing his handkerchief before his face 
to prevent a snapshot picture of him, 
being taken, ran’ from the basement 
door, jumped into the tonneau and it 
dashed away. For about three hours 
he took a ride around the city and 
then surrendered himself to a deputy 
sheriff, who took him by an unfre- 
quented route to Blackwell's Island.

After the delinquency is proved, 
the court may adjourn the hearing 
definitely, and (1) commit the child to 
the care of the probation officer or 
other proper person; (2) allow it to 
remain at home subject to visitation 
by and reports to the probation officer ; 
(3) cause it to be placed in a suitable 
family subject to supervision; (4) com- 
mit it to an approved children’s aid 
society, or (5) commit it to an approv- 
ed industrial sehool. In every case 
a@ support order must be made upon 
the parents or the municipality. ‘The 
child remains a ward of the court un- 
til discharged by the court's cwn ord- 
er ,or by reaching its majority; and 
the court may at any time deal with 
it upon the report of the authority to 
which it has been committed, with- 
out hearing any other evidence, The 
child’s own good shall be the object 
consulted, 4 

The delinquent shall not, after con- 
viction, be incarcerated in any place 
where adults are confined. This ap- 
parently includes the case of indict- 
able offences remitted to the ordinary 
courts, though it is not explained 
how the child is then to be exempted 
from the ordinary penalties. 

If under twelve, the delinquent shall 

not be committed to an industrial 
school unless an attempt has been 
made to reform him or her by the 
milder methods permissible. Protest- 
ants are not to be put with Catholics 
nor vice versa, except in case of the 
temporary home under provincial gta- 
tute or of a children’s aid society 
where there is only one in the munici- 
pality. 
A most interesting feature of the 
act is the provision for the commit- 
tee of citizens, serving without remu- 
neration, to be known as the Juvenile 
Court committee. Their duties are not 
very closely defined, but as advisers 
to the court of the probation officer 
on all cases they may obviously ex- 
ercise a great and important infiu- 
ence, 

Adulte who aid delinquency, or be- 
ing in a responsible position fail to 
do what they ean to prevent it, are 
liable to conviction before the Juven- 
ile Court to §20 fine or one year or 
both. Sentence may be suspended con- 
ditionally. 

A special clause declares that the 
act shall be literally construed, that 
the authorities shall endeavor to fill 
the position of parents towards the 
delinquents and treat them, not as 
criminals but as misguided children. 
It is also ordered that the procacd- 
ings in the court shall be as infotWal 
as may be desirable. 

The probation officer has the power 
of a constable, and shall make invest- 
igations as required by the court, at- 
tend to represent the interest of the 
child when the case is heard ,and take 
charge of any child before or after 
trial is directed.

PULPIT AS IN PEW 


a 

Some Plain Talk to Ottawa 
" Synod by Cornwall 
? Pastor. 


Brockville, Ont., 21.—In the confer- 
ence held to-night on the topics: “ Is 
the Church Fulfilling Her Mission?” 
and “Does the Man in the Pulpit 
Measure up to His Mission?” Rev. N. 
H. MacGillivray, of Cornwall, taking 
the latter subject, delivered a sensa- 
tional address before the Montreal 
and Ottawa synod. 

After defining the mission of a min- 
ister, he said: ‘ There is room tor it- 
provement in the pulpit. From en- 
vironment and experience it is plain 
that great inroads are being made in- 
to the sanctity of the Christian Sab- 
bath, Amusements and athletics hold 
altogether too large a place in the life | 
of the people. Materialism is a pow- 
er in the land as never before. Fra- 
ternal societies, clubs and secret or- 
ganiaations are flourishing, and the/ 
churches are not filled. Not a little 
of the fault is in the pulpit. One of 
the great sores gnawing at the very 
vitals of church life is to be found in 
the materialism of the pulpit. This he 
believed to be true of the chureh, not 
as a whole, but in part Protestant 
and Roman Catholic alike, Not a few 
in holy orders take it as their mis- 
sion to be everlastingly harping on 
and denouncing the sins of the pew, 
failing altogether to consider the 
shortcomings of the pulpit. Before the 
pulpit can honestly and honorably ac- 
cuse the pew of any sin it must see 
that the sin denounced js not itself 
lurking behind the pulpit. The man 
who is not morally right himeelf, no 
matter what his other attainments 
may be, is totally unfit to lead his 
people spiritually. The men in the 
ministry who gamble in stocks, who 
make a business of investing in real 
estate, who go hopelessly in debt, are 
always advertising self, who preach to 
live instead of living to preach. 

Knife Each Other. 

“Another weakness noticeable in 
the pulpit is the tendency to deal at 
times in an underhand way with their 
fellow ministers, seeking office by 
wire-pulling and knifing their co- 
workers. [t was not manly, neither 
was it British fair play. Another 
weakness was the lack of integrity on 
the part of some ministers. He whose 
word is not so good as his bond is ab- 
solutely unfit to morally lead and 
spiritually guide any people. Are we 
going to tolerate in the church what 
the world not only frowns down, but 
is determined to stamp ou: at any 
cost, 

“This lack of integrity is specially 
noticeable in reference to calls. Not 
a .ew men are given to a practice of 
publicly announcing they have receiy- 
ed a call from some large and influ- 
ential congregation, while as a fact 
the announcement contains absolute 
ly not an item of truth. 

He characterized this latter as low- 
ering the high calling to the level of 
that of a fishwife. The levity with 
which men talk about calls and par- 
ade imaginary calls before their peo- 
ple was a slandering disgrace upon 
the fair name of the great Presbyter- 
ian chureh, 

“Before we tan be ministers,” he 
went on, “we ought to be men and to 
be men we must be honest, -truthful 
and of unbounded and indisputable 
integrity.” With such men in the 
pulpit as he had described he asked 
if it was any wonder that the church 
was not fulfilling its mission.

earth’s: magnetic poles, and the latter 
with the magnetic systems of other} | 
planets. 
“The moon has a very weak mag- 
etic system, so much so that the 
arth’s magnetic system dominates, 
causing the moon to be as a block ot 
copper is to a magnet. Move the mag- 
net toward the copper and magnetic 
currents are set up in the latter in 
the opposite direction. Therefore when 
the earth receives an electric charge 
from a planet that .charge. overflows 
, to the moon at the first magnetic cou- 
y nection between the earth and_ the 
moon, Then, when the earth loses 
b its overcharge to the sun, or to a 
planet, the moon, in order to keep 
up the magnetic equilibrium, empties 
into the earth at the next magnetic 
connection. Tho moon, therefore, is a 
neutral body, an electro-dynamo and 
acts as an overflow reservoir for the 
earth, having somewhat the relation 
of a governor to an engine, 

“The giant. of the worlds, the great 
planet “Jupiter, is now forty million 
miles nearer the sun than it was six 
years ago; Saturn is at its equinox 
where, it forms its: magnetic connec 
tion with the sun, and Mars is: nearer 
the earth than for fifteen years. These 
yelations cause an increased magnetic 
activi the latter causing extremes 
of teniperature, one of these exthemes 
having occurred in April, and the 
other will come in June. 

“These causes have also some rela- 
tions to the tornadoes and other radi- 
eal weather events, and also a rela- 
tion to sunspots and earthquakes.’

City Will Not Further Operate

Telephone Branch--- 
Cement Contract 


There were seven reports presented 
by the commiséioners to the Cit; 
Council at its regular meeting las’ 
night, the most important of whicl 
were those dealing with the discontin 
uance of the long-distance telephon 
line to Leduc, and the letting of r 
contract for 10,000 barrels of cement 

The reason for the detision to dis 
continue the Leduc telephone service 
ia found in the fact that the govern 
ment will shortly be covering the 
whole territory now served by thi: 
branch which has been operated it 
connection with the Edmonton sys 
tem. The commissioners reporter 
that at present this line was in ver: 

\ bad repair, and to continue the serv 

ice it would be necessary practicall: 
to re-construct the Whole line. The 
commissioners took up the matter 

with the Government with a view t 

urging them to take the line over i 

it would meet with their approva 

and work it with their system; the 

Government, however, decided that it 

would be impracticable for them. 

In view of this, and the extraordi 
nary cost that would be entailed is 
) re-construction, the commissioner: 
strongly advise the discontinuance o, 
the line entirely. It had proved ar 
unprofitable investment. The returm 
at present were very emall and thx 
continuance was only warranted a: 
long as there was little expense con 
nected with its maintegance. Thr 
commissioners, therefore, recommenc 
that the service be discontinued, anc 
the line stripped, and wire, poles anc 

\aterial taken back into stock. 

Attached to thé. recominendatior 
was a report from the telephone su 
perintendent suggesting this discon 
tinuance. The estimated cost of re 
construction (metallized), is $2,500 
the estimated value of the line anc 
equipment, $500; the  estimatec 
amount recoverable on material, $275: 
the revenue for 1906, $163.22, equal tc 
an average of $13.50 per month. 

If The Cement Contract. 

g In accepting the commissioners’ re 
port recommending the letting of » 
cement contract, in reply to the ques 
tion by Alderman Walker, Commis 
sioner Pace stated that 10,000 barrel: 
of cement would be required this 
year, 8,000 of which would be used in 
the street-railway construction. The 
‘commissioners’ report was as follows- 

“Through the failure of the cement 
manufactured by the Calgary Com 
pany to stand the tests required by 
the City Engineer, we are debarred 
from getting our requirements filled 
from that source and have asked for 
and reéeived prices frou the follow- 
ing firm#/“@i#", Revillon Bros., $3.75 
per barrel; Gorman, Clancey & Grind 
ley. $3.65 per barrel; Evans, Coleman 
& Evans, $5.55 per barrel, and recom- 
mend that Gorman, Clancey & Grind- 
ley’s tender be accepted.’’ 

Grading of Vermilion Avenue. 

The commissioners’ report on this 
subject was as follows: “Men are em- 

ployed in cleaning out ditch so as to 
drain the surface water from this 
district, and arrangements have been 
mnade to grade the portion of this 
street that is required, within the 

“Yoxt few days. This will relieve the 
“condition for the present unti! the ex- 

tension of sewer mains will permit 
of more permanent work being under- 
taken to advantage.” 

4 Uniforms for Firemen.

commissioners recommende 


the acceptance of Hockley Co,’s 
tender for uniforms and overcoats for 
the members of the fire department 


‘The tender was not lowest, but in the 
opinion of the commissioners the 
samples submitted were the best val- 
ue for the money. The tender covers 
the requirements for 1907. Uniforms 
for thirteen men will have to be pro- 
vided for at once, and others can 
be supplied as required at the same 
rate, The tenders were as follows:

East End Fire Hall. 

The estimated cost of the. construc- 
tion of the East End Fire Hall was 
pinced at $9,000, and a by-law will be 
voted on by the ratepayeis on May 
27th for this amount. The lowest ten- 
ders for the building on the original 
plans was $14,639, and the highest, 
$17,175. The difference between the 
estimated cost and the tenders of the 
contractors required a revision in the 
~plans and a curtailuient of them. 

\. The tenders on the original plans 
were: L. B, Wood, $14,639; Pheasey 
& Batson, $16,199; Beaton & Mallett, 
$16,925; and James McAllister, $17,175. 
When these were opened the comimis- 
sioners revised the plans so-as to get 
down nearer the estimated cost, and 
the amount of money for which provi- 
sion will be made, All the fancy 
work was cut out, including the hose 
tower and the gymnasium, and the 
revised plans were then submitted 
to the two-lowest tenderers on the 
original plans. The result of these 
tenders was L. B. Wood, $12,885; 
Pheasey & Bataon, $12,712, The last- 
named tender being the lowest, the 
commissioners recommended its ac- 
ceptance. 

Alderman Macauley wanted the re- 
port referred back to the commission 
with instructions to submit the re- 
vised plans to all the tenderers. He 
moved a motion to that effect and 
it was seconded by Alderman Daly. 

Alderman Manson characterized 
that method of doing business as can- 
temptible. He expressed himself 


forcibly in opposition to peddling ten- 
ders. 
Alderman Macauley argued
